"5ar oorregpondeni wbo, tinder the 
aasoraed name of '•Self-Belianoe," who 
enquiroB "whab ia Confederation ?" is 
one of a email minority in this Colony 
who do not think it poBsible to im-. 
prove by change, ho is ovidontly no 
believer in roform. Ia fact we take 
him to be ono of those antiquated foa- 
Rils who have vegetated in some part 
of the Colony sinoo the glorious old 
days ot Hudsou Bay regime, ono of 
that class who have rigidly opposed 
any attempt at progress since the first 
formation of the Colony. Bat our 
oorrespondont aooording to his own 
aobonnt of himself, is a largo man of 
Beose and subBtanco; right glad are 
We; 'to seo such an ono inquiring; it 
may be poesiblo oven in the eleventh 
year of his vegetation in the Colony, 
that he may learn Bomething. We 
oan hardly tell whether 'SelfoRelianco' 
takes up the pen really ae an oppo- 
nent of Confederation, or as a cham- 
pion of the Governor and Government, 
to whom he wishes to give fair play ; 
he is however, ono of those favored 
few who believe implicitly in the in~ 
fallibility of the Civil List. Wo wish 
that the public of this Colony had 
really reason for a similar faith. There 
is however, ono broad fallacy into 
which "Self-Eelianoo," in common with 
other opponents of Confodojation, has 
fallen ; be soems to take it fdr grant- 
od that those who desire to see this 
Colony join the Confederacy, are care- 
less and indifferent about the terms 
and conditions under which wo are to 
join— that this is the case wo emphati- 
cally deny. Those who arc earnest in 
their desire to see this Colony grow in 
wealth and importance as a member 
o! '-"the Dominion, will never lend 
themselveB to a policy which would 
hand over British Columbia to be 
dealt with by the Dominion Parlia- 
ment without previona provision for 
Buoh rights and pirivileges as British 
Columbia may fairly expeot, being 
made. Others there are who, when 
they deem it tof their individual inter- 
est to fall into the Imperial policy of 
extending the Dominion to tho Pacieo, 
may very probably bo perfectly willing 
to allow Confederation to be consum- 
mated at any price. Tbo very Gof- 
•rnor and members of tho Govern- 
ment, for whom oar correspondent 
claims assistance, are silent now whon 
terms. can bo made; hereafter when the 
Imperial Parliament have determined 
upon carrying out the Confederation 
polio^ to its fallest extent, can we ex- 
pect any more energy or activity on 
the part of our Executive than we 
have hitherto exporienood? is it not 
more likely JthJit they will at once fail 
into the,viewji of tho.Imperial Govern- 
ment thinking of their own personal 
interests which may then be advanced 
by their ready acquiesoence? Those 
also who advocate delayi and who 
•will do nothing at present but will 
wait and see tho eflfeot of the union; 
are really playing into the hands of 
those who wish for Confederation 
without terms ; not so, the true out 
and out opponents of Confodoratiou, 
these lutter are at least open in their 
Bentiments it thuy are eomcwhut slow 
in their movemonts; from them we may 
hope for some onergotio opposition 
■which will at least obtain u hearing, 
and tbelt dpposltion will possibly pro- 
cure for UB some terms and conditions 
which those in favor of the raoveineut 
mjgbkr.be induced to forego. But in 
order to throw bold water upon Con» 
federation; oar 'cor»e<»popdont takes 
uppfl hWself to defend the Govern- 
m^|ii.ty .and;.;.to exalt thcEoanoial posi- 
tion ot the Colony. Let us ojcamino 
tho few facts as put forth by'"Self- 
Holianco"; ho asks whether we •'bej* 
liovo in our heart that this country is 
ono jot more finanoially embarrassed 
than she wai some fivo yoars 
ago?" An editorial heart is verily 
somewhat of a novelty and t^o 
belief that it might entertain in 
opposition to facts would bs very im- 
material. Fivo years ago pablio 
■works of some magnitude were going 
on in tho Colony ; can our correspon- 
dent point to any uow ? Five years 
ago there were funds in the public 
oxobequerj lot our correspondent pro- 
gent a bill for payment now, and he 
will-find that every dollar ot our re- 



fore asBerliDg that " we are less em-^ 
barrassed than wo were five years ago^ 
by ft reduction of the Civil list of $90,» 
000," he would probably have shrunk 
from clttiraiog, on behalf of his olionts, 
a reduction which he might easily have 
found out had not been made. Every 
ono in the Colony knows the extent 
of tbo reductions in tho Civil list, and 
a momonl's consideration will show 
that the figures $90,000 are entirely 
erroneous. Neither the press ot this 
Colony nor the advocates of Confed. 
oration ever attempt to deny that 
agriculture, stock raising, the lumber 
trade, flour maoufaolure, &c., are on 
the increase ; on the eontrary, they 
bring forward this very increase as an 
evidence of the vitality oi the Colony, 
and of the pluck and endurance of 
tho people, who, in spite of the disad- 
vantages of over taxation and mis* 
government, have managed to pro- 
gress, full well do tho Canadian 
farmers know from historical experi- 
ence that the apathy, carolossness, 
indiilorcnce and want of energy of one 
man, backed though ho bo by most 
honorable oflioials, will not 'long keep 
back a country which has saoh natural 
advantages as our own ; tho people 
must sooner or later have tho prinoi- 
pal voice in tho Gsvernmont of the 
country, wither without Confedera« 
tion. Our corroapondent might bo 
right in his idea that Great Britain 
will make a railroad from tho Allan- 
tic to the Paoifio within two years, but 
such a work will only be in oonnootion 
with the Imperial policy of extending 
the Dominion. There is one thing 
connected with the existing Govern- 
ment upon which our correspondent, 
who desires to wait two or three years 
whilst things have time to retover, 
ongbt to have been posted by his of- 
ficial frionds. The timo allowed by 
tho Secretary of State for tho adjust- 
ment of tho system of Govornnaont of 
tho United Colonies has long sinoo ex- 
pired. Three years ago Mr Seymour 
enjoyed tho reputation of being 
thoroughly capable of romodolling the 
Government; upon tho Union, he was 
sent out here with certain general in- 
structions. Had the spirit of those 
instrnotions been carried out, not only 
would the whole Government stafif 
have been reduced more than a year 
ago, but the Imperial Government 
would have been inform by the 
Colonial Government, that the neoos- 
sity for a Governor drawing a high 
salary did not exist, and tho reduo- 
tion of his salary by moro than, one- 
half would have been recommended. 
It was thonght that Gov. Seymour 
could complete tho work allotted to 
him and return to England, making 
way for a Governor with a salary 
commensurate to the position of tho 
Colony, within ft year and a half from 
the Union ; and this is thoGoveruor and 
Government for whom "one of sense 
and substance " asks fair play and as- 
sistauco instead of censure and oppo« 
sition. ,When the public press of a 
colony see that a Governor prolora 
his own ease and comfort to the good 
of tho people, and when they bco, not 
only an utter indifference to the in- 
terests of the Colony, bat more.a 
neglect of those instrnotiona which, if 
properly carried out, might have ad- 
vanced the Colony beyond measure; 
and when they see members of the 
GovoMimont neither proposing nor 

TtroBting reduotions and amalgaraa 
tionH,^which they know to be cxpo^ 
dicnl, and careful of nothing but 
saving themselves trouble, and keep 
ing tho Governor in ignorance of tho 
f'eolings and wishes of tho people, then 
udood they will be falso to their trusts 
and recreant of their duty, if thoy 
bestow praise where censure is due,

Id (Order to ascertoia (he value of tbo dii^ 
eovery made a low days aiooe by Tbomp- 

Bon and Petereon on Wolf Creok, Loech 
Eivar, wo have cxtoaded oar ioquiriBB 
beyond the surfaco. So far aa gold having 
been found in quiintity and quality as slated, 
there is no raoro doubt thon of tho previous 
strikes made in tlio same district. Wo be' 
liove it is likely to be ol mora aclvantago in 
tbe end than any etriko made previously ; 
it hag excited nt;w hopcB, end induced per- 
Bone of means and reliability to assist ia a 
thorough iovestigaiion of that district. The 
pnrtloulars of the discovery are as follow : — 
TbompsoD and Petersoo went out to Wolf 
Greek last April, to bottom what la com-' 
monly called a pot-hole in the creek, ic 
which, alter ooasiderablo labor, as they 
might hiivB known beforehand, '.hoy found 
nothing. Their attontion was thon direotod 
to tho banks of tho stream, in which they 
found prospect which induced them to 
bring in a diich from nn ailjicent lake, and 
by the waler ihus obtained, they washed 
fifteen days without any particolar result; 
but in the last of the i;rcund, about six feet 
square, they got SOS in coarse gold, tbe 
largest piece weighing over 827. Whether 
they have slraok a lead of coarse gold rani 
ning into tbe bank, or simply foood a rich 
spot comiDOD in coarso gold deposits, can 
not be aoBwered before next spring, when a 
hydraulic, which thceo parties have deter- 
mined to put op, io time for the woi season, 
will have an opportunity to test. Should it 
bG succcs.sful, obcndanco of water can be 
brought in from adjiceut li^kos at no very 
great outlay, and we may hope nest spring 
to see a new era in mining inaugurated in 
our neighborhood. Prompted by the beat 
motives, the good of tho counlry, a party of 
men of means and piaok. are fitting up an 
expedition (or three weeks osploring at 
Wolf Creek, and ibey take with them the 
necessary tools and provisions to enable them 
to work, which they inteod doing in eaTnait. 
They will probably leave to morrow morn- 
iogiand we hoi'o thoir good example may 
have' its reward.

Id the matter of Allred Dudois — Tho pris. 
oner was indicted at the last Aaaizea for cut- 
ting and wounding tho pro83Cutor. 

Tho Jury found tho prisoner 'guilty of 
catting without intent.' 

M>- Ring, cooDsel for the priaonor, now 
applied to hare the prisoner disobarged on 
the ground that this finding amounted to 
not guilty. He urged that the Court could 
only look at the words of the verdict, and 
could not now by inlerenoa odd the word 
'unlawfully' which ia osBential to mako tho 
finding of tho jury equivalent to guilty! 
citing 2 Haw o 47, lluggins caso, 2n Ld 
Raymond, iiaaa on criines v 1 p 547, argued 
before the 12 judgaa in Sergeant's Inn, where 
they unanimously say: 'we cannot take 
things by inference, wo cannot intend, nor 
infer them, wo raiut judge of facts, aad not 
from evidence of facts. Mr Riiiy conteadcd, 
that to justify the imprisonment of the accue- 
ed, tbe word 'unlawfully' must be implied 
but tho court has not the power or right to 
do so; because in criminal cases tbe verdict 
cannot be amended, Com Dig v 1591, and 
such inference would be a Gubslanlial amend- 
ment ; that the intention was a fact lo be 
collected by the Jury from tho facts proved' 
and their verdict in this case negatived alj 
evil intention ; that crimes consist wholly io 
intention ; that intent and act must ooocut 
to make a man guilty ; that in order jusilv 
and calmly to decide thia question, tho 
CL'urt ought to coosidor ilaelf sitting in banco, 
having nothing before its consideration but 
tho legal efleot of lha naked words of tbe 
verdict. Mr Ring urged that It was far more 
impoi tant to public freedom that a gnilty 
man (if tbe accused were snob) should es* 
cape, than that conslilutioaol prinaiples 
should be invaded by tbe judge, usurping tbe 
luDctions of the jury, by finding on the quee- 
tion of intent, which hero was purely and 
oxoineively for tho jury alone to decide. 

Tbe Attornoy General briefly replied, re- 
ferring lo the Judge's charge, and what look 
place between the j ury in Court, and claimed 
that from a view of, tho wbolOj the word 'un- 
lawfully' might be inferred.''-, 

Mr Eiog protested against any reference 
to extrinsio matters. The simple question 
baing, what was tho legal meaning ot the 
. vords recorded by the Registrar; that could 
bo oiilt/ collected from tbp words themselves. 

Tbe Ooort, however, adhered to its former 
decision, which, it will be reoollected, was 
adverse to a similar application made by Mr
